Claims 26-37 are currently pending and are present for examination.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Following a diligent search 
it was determined that the prior art neither teaches nor suggests a method of modifying a protein 
or a peptide which comprises reacting an enzyme with protein or peptide, wherein the enzyme 
has activity to deamidate amino groups in the protein or the peptide by directly acting upon the 
groups without causing severing of peptide bonds in the protein or cross-linking of the protein or 
peptide, wherein the enzyme is isolated from Chryseobacterium or having the amino acid 
sequence SEQ ID NO: 6 encoded by the polynucleotide with SEQ ID NO: 5 as outlines in claims 
26-37.
